^President Wilson and his Cabinet, 
Secretary Bryan telegraphed the 
BtPUillan Minlstsr approving of the 
action he had takan and adding a 
demand (or reparation to the tamily 
of the Tiatlm. The Mlnlstar was in- 
^structed to insist on the early pun- 
ishment of the offenders and to Im- 
press upon the post commander at 
Mexico City — (Jen. Salazar — the se- 
riousness with which the American 
doremment viewed the oeeurrence. 

The general — who la not the same 
Salasar nor a relatlTO of the inde- 
pendent chief who has been con- 
ducting an independent revolution- 
ary niovpiwent In Northern Mexico 
nftiT his escepe from American cus- 
tody iaat year — promised that tlie 
demands of the United States would 
he promptly met. 

The BraaUlan Minister reported 
at length In several dtapatchas on 
the murder. The motive for the 
crime, he explained, was undoubt- 
edly one of revenge for the killing 
of two Zapata soldiers by McManus 
•when their forces last left Mexico 
City. The Minister said that when 
the Zapatista wttadraw several 
weeks ago, after the departure of 
Gen. utlerres, some of them at- 
tempted to loot the home of Mc- 
Manus. The latter stood on his 
dt)orslei) ami, tliough It was never 
jideJlnltely established wlio tired the 
'. Wrst shot, when the attatkers tied 
because of the arrival of Carranza 
torees,' two were left behind dead. 

Awrehenslve of what might be 
Jiia fate On the return ot the Bapa- 
tu forces, McManus Induced the 
ItrazlUun Minister to seal his door 
with the coat of arms of the United 

\ States and hoisted an American flag 
over his home. Apparently, the 
Minister reported, McManus was 
killed bf a slmttUaneona voltogr. for 
the shota were flred at • abort dis- 
tance and his hat was IIIM with. 
*uull<'t holes. I'revlously the Amar" 
Iran had taken precautions to Send 
his wife and family to the home of 
friends, and no one. so far as lb| 
known, witnessed tlie shooting. 

The klUlag o{ McManus, coming 
aftar th« ■•rioiu dctalopmenta in 
the situation !« Mailoo City ^f the 
last week, inereased apprehoMlon 
here In offlclal quarters for the safe- 
ty of foreigners.

Waahlngton, March IS.— Marked 
Increases of exports of manufactures 
of nearly every description during 
tile month of laiiuary were an- 
nounced by the Department of Com- 
merce. January exports were shown 
to be valued at 1263,600.000. or 
$61,040,000 mbre than waa export- 
ed la Janaary, 1014. 

Ir&n and steel prodnets shipped 
abroad exceeded In value the total 
for January a year ago by about 
$ 1 ..'jflO.OOO, exports of brass f;o()ds 
doubled in value, fruits and nuts 
Increased by more than $1,000,000, 
leather and leather goods trebled, 
ujtat and dairy producto Increased 
about SO per eont., cotton goods 
doubled, chemteala taeraaaad 60 per 
cent., automobllea rose from leas 
Mian $1,000,000 to IS.500,000. In- 
dia rubber kooiIs nearly doubled, re- 
fined sugar . quadrupled. woolen 
goods roso from about $333,000 to 
$3,000,000, and spelter from less 
than $30,000 to $$,000,000. 

Tha only Important eommercial 
products which failed to show in- 
creases over January, 1914, were 
raw cotton, lumber, naval stores, re- 
fined mineral oils, agri'ull ural iiii- 
plenients and copper munufactiires. 

Each group of nianufaclures 
made an advance over January of 
last year — prepared foodstaffs from 
$29,000,000 to $41,000,000; manu- 
factures for use In manufacturing 
from $29,500,000 to $30,000,000, 
and manufactures ready for con- 
sum iition from $6t,000,000 to $64,- 
000. 000.

Statistics made iiuhlic here by 
ImniiKrallon ('oimiiissinner ("anii- 
nettl show that the change c;iiim» in 
December last. v\lien the number of 
emigrant aliens leavin;; this coii/l- 
try was greater by 2,240 than the 
total of Uhmigrants entering. In 
January 1,767 more departed than 
entered. The departures for the six 
months from August. 1014. to .Jan- 
uary last totaled l'<.r,4ri more than 
the .•irrivnls. 

The heavli>st emigration was 
shown among ulleiis from Southern 
Italy. Of these 7.'>.630 more de- 
parted than were admitted during 
tlie seven months ended with Janu- 
ary. This presumably waa due to 
the railing ot Italian rasarvlata to 
file colors.

Just how the law of compulsory 
vaccination works when put to tbn 
test, is well illustrated by the fol- 
lowins ease told by the Owendboro 
Masaanger of a man well known In 
Ohio eounty, as he formerly lived 
here. It is enough to almost niaka 
the blood of a ritiliteous-mliided per- 
son's blood boil. There Is no crill- 
cisni for the trial judge, for bis 
sworn duty is to uphold the law. it 
is the law itself which appears in all 
Its hideonsness. 

Here Is the case of a man who 
had don,' I,.>l-.,i,iy .i;-,-. h.ini, ;ie-,er 
did anvhoily any I'aiiu thai u.- ever 
heard of. ami we know him pnlty 
Well-- heliig thrown into Jail, simply 
for protecting hia own family. But 
let the Messenger tell the pitiful lit- 
tle story, which Is short, plain and 
to the point. The Messenger of 
Sunday says: 

",l. .\. Nelson, who re.'^ldes in 
West Fifth street, w.ts arralK'i"d be- 
fore County Judge Lancaster on 
Saturday afternoon on u warrant 
preferred against him by the truant 
olReer. Nelson waa charged with 
falling to send hIa fourteen-year-old 
daughter to the West Second-street 
school. Nelson Informed the Court 
that the child liad been refused ad- 
mission to the school because she 
was not vaccinati'd us n iiuired. Ills 
reason for not eoi.iplylng with the 
law and allowing the child to at- 
tend school waa that she was need- 
ed at home to perform the houae- 
hold duties usually dischsrgod by 

his wife. Tlie latter, he stated, was 
unable to discharne her clutles tem- 
porarily because of illness, and ho 
feared vaccination would alTect tli^ 
child :^o tliat she would become IIU 
Judge Lancaster imposed a Une of 
$10 and remanded the man to tha 
eounty Jail when he waa unable to 
liquidate the flne." 

Talk ahoiit "jiersonal liberty" in 
this "land of tli< free anil home of 
the brave," how does this strike 
you?

On the Noted Mine Strike 
In Colorado. 



HE IS tCCUSEOJF WINNIII6 

"BySUmtloi. Uider False 
Bf Doer of LIbertys" 
. IB Coal FiUds. 
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WashlagtoB, Mareh I.— la lu re- 
iiort on tha Colorado edil mine strike) 
of a year ago, aab-eommlttee of the 
Ronse Committee oa Mtaea severely 

criticised .John U. Rochafetler, .Ir., 
and declared that the Stote militia 
fought ehlaily for the operators, 
though the latter were exculpated 
from the charges of peonage aad re- 
straint of trade. 

This strike having haaa settled, 
DO specific recommendatloaa were 
made, but It was suggested thkt a 
new Federal law sh(.nl<l li.' ■ uacteil 
to cover all sucli cDMdUions that 
riilBlit arise In the I'utiire. 

Referring to Mr. Rockefeller, the 
committee declarea that he did 
nothing to Improve the condition of 
the employes of the company In 
which ha la atoehholdar aad direc- 
tor. 

"MK. no< kefcller," says the re- 
port, "a large stockholder o!' the 
moat powerful company in the 
Stoto, has done a great deal for the 
uplift of paopte la other parte of the 
country and in foreign landa, spend- 
ing millions of dollars In this work, I 
yet he has not endeavored to im- 
prove the condition of tlie more 
than 6,(ino employes in tlie coni-< 
pany with which he is connected, 
and has not visited tha Stoto for 
more thaa tea 79m. 

"Mr. RoehafOUar la a long-dis- 
tance director, not having attended 
a meeting of the stockholders or di- 
rector.s of the company in ten years. 

"It seems to liave l)eeii his prac- 
tice to select such men as he 
thought best for him and then look 
oaly to thaa for the management, 
without -aay paraoaal knowledge of 
the condltloas. 

"It is true that he did spend a 
larKe part of his profits coming 
from the Colorado Industrial Com- 
pany — a part of the ('olorado Fuel 
and Iron Conlpany — in the better- 
ing of conditloiiji in other parts of 
the country; but what of that, 
whaa tha moaajr la gataad la fuch a 
way aad at aueh axpaaaa to the 
State and its people? 

"Mr. Rockefeller, before tha com- 
mittee In Washintiton, said he 
would not agree to arbitration, for 
the reason that he was fighting for 
a great principle, aad would sacrl- 
flea all hla propnrty for the prlncl- 
pla of every aiaa to be free to worh 
for whom he pleaaee and oa aueh 
terms as beat suits the worker. 

"Mr. Rockefeller, speaking a* a 
director of the Colorado Fuel and | 
Iron Company, not having attended 
a meeting of the stockholders or di- 
reetora to ten years, uttering this 
saatlaaat of Hhartjr fMr tha work- 
las poopto of hla a o a paay and of 
whol9 country, ahould rtoem- 
ber that for thirty years there has 
been the fiercest struggle among 
the workara to tha ailaaa of Colo- 
rado. • 

"He may win a strike by starva- 
tion under the .false baaner of liber- 
ty for tha worktagauui. but we do 
aot hallava ha oaa tealatala peaae 
under aueh eoadMaaa aa aatet la 
that State. 

"Mr. Rockefeller was not a good 
Judg'' of conditions in Colorado and 
knew notliing about tliem. He was 
not willing to submit to a fair board 
of arbitera to settle thU strike. He 
waa ahaithgla. aad tha atateauat 
that ha waa flghtlag for liberty tor 
tha worklagmaa will aot hear la- 
vaatigatlon. The strike could have 
been settled without recognition of 
the union liad he desired to do so, 
and the employes could have owrkud 
for him whethag aiatehgga at the 
ualoB or not 

"Wa haUava ha did aat daatra to 
arbitrate, aad to that way tad thia 
strike, and oaa ibaat aaaalada ha 
would rather spend the money of 
the company fur guns, pay of detec- 
tives and mine guards, and stsrve 
the strikers into submission. 

"On the other hand, the miners 
wore laoiataat on the reeogalttoa of 
their aaloa. la tha aai»leyMat of 
force to wla tha atriha thay voat 
beyond the rlghta of law-abiding 
citiseus and committed acts of vio- 
lence. They always, however, seem- 
ed willing to meet and eiideavnr tO| 
settle the dispute by arbitration, 
and it Is believeif that t gMllamant 
ooald have haaa made aa a
